WALTZ GREAT 


Oscar Straus 
Dies at 83 
In Austria 

VIENNA. Austria. Jan. 16. — 
Oscar Straus. 83. enronnser of 
“The Choc^lctc Soldier” and 
more than 50 other operettas, died 
of a heart attack this week in the 
resort town of Bad Ischl. 

The composer's b e r t-known 
work was the operetta based on 
the Shaw play, “Arms and the 
Man.” but such oD^rettas as “A 
Waltz Dream.” his first success, 
helped secure his position as one 
of the greatest Viennese waltz 
composers. 

Straus trained at the Vienna 
Conservatory of Music and stud¬ 
ied harmonv and counterpoint at 
Vienna Universitv. Recognition 
in the operetta field came with 
“A Waltz Dream” in 1907. and 
“The Last Waltz” and “The Choc¬ 
olate Soldier” followed in quick 
succession. He turned ou‘ an 
operetta a year for about 50 years, 
with his last work being “The 
First Waltz,” which opened in 
Munich, Germany, March 31. 1950. 
In addition to the stage. Straus 
also composed some scores for 
films, including “The Guards¬ 
man,” “Daybreak” and “A Lady’s
